ginia. 
Petersburg is recognized as 
j the w o r l d ’s biggest Spanish pea­ 
nut market, where humble trades­ 
men in a short twenty years have 
become millionaires out of the pea- 
i nut shelling and cleaning business. 
**Merchants, farmers and hank­ 
e r s from Texas have visited Peters­ 
burg ill numbers to investigate the 
peanut. Today these same fann­ 
ers. merchants and bankers are 
taking a quiet little trip out to I)e- 
Leon to learn about the Spanish 
peanut, and a more hospitable peo­ 
ple than one finds at DeLeon no 
one could want to meet. 
A DeLe­ 
on merchant or banker will mod­ 
estly tell you that they have ship­ 
ped out about 1,600 carloads of 
peanuts during the 1915-16 season, 
shipf >ed several ears of hogs.which 
with them is a peanut by-produet. 
Their farmers have several hund­ 
red carloads of peanuts on hand 
unsold.
